Mas Wiryawan is currently resi- 
dent gamelan teacher at the Indonesian Consulate of 
Toronto, and the director of Gamelan Gong Sabrang. 


Gamelan Gong Sabrang (“Gamelan Across Oceans”) 
was formed in June 2001 by a group of gamelan enthusi- 
asts in the Toronto area. It is a community collective, 
which enjoys performing for cultural events as well as to 
raise money for its “sister” gamelan, a neighbourhood 
group based in the city of Surakarta, Java.
